THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


Mr. SPOFFORD’s annual report, printed else- 
where, shows a considerable increase in the 
number of books copyrighted the past year, the 


figures of books alone being 6580 as against 5632 


last year, a result which, considering the de- 
pression of business during the publishing 
seasons of last year, was scarcely to have been 
expected. The nominal fee of one dollar is 
however so small that many titles are entered 
for copyright and nothing more is heard from 
the books, while less than half the books en- 
tered are really heard of in the trade as market- 
able goods. There is perhaps no country where 
so many books are written and printed only to 
find circulation in the narrow limits of the 
author’s private circle. The number of books 
actually deposited under the copyright law, 
whose copyright is thus perfected, was 5265 as 
against 4675 in 1878. 

The chief burden of the report is the over- 
crowding of the library, a complaint which is 
now eight-fold as weighty as when Mr. Spofford 
began to make it eight years ago. Mr. Spofford 
has given up pleading, and lets the facts them- 
selves tell the story of the outrageous delays of 
Congress. That the evil is at their own doors, 
and immediately before their own eyes, is the 
more shame to senators and members. The 
National Library of this nation of books should 
certainly have a home worthy of its importance 
and of the country, but instead of that, perhaps 
no library the world over is in such pitiable 
condition. There is no political difficulty, no 
question of party, in the way of its remedy. 
That remedy should come at once, and it 
should be adequate. In a library which is to 
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number millions, provisions on a scale that 
will not be outgrown in the next decade shoulg 
be out of the question. Congressmen should 
recognize that books uncared for, heaped as 
they are now in the Congressional Library, are 
in daily danger, and further postponement may 
work irreparable damage to the whole collec. 
tion. We trust Congress will head the appeal of 
common-sense and self-interest, and give Mr. 
Spofford the accommodations the country jg 
anxious he should have. 





WE omitted in our recent discussions of the 
tariff on paper, to note that a clause evidently 
not intended for this purpose, imposed a duty 
of 20 per cent on ‘‘ dried pulp,” for paper stock 
as well as for other uses. This is additional 
protection to the manufacturers under the wood 
pulp patents, which it is admitted they do not 
need, and it enables them to hold the price 
here artificially high. Two of these manufac- 
turers are representatives in Congress, but any 
selfish action on their part to prevent the cor- 
rection of this oversight, for such it is, ought 
not to be endorsed even by the paper trade, 
who are largely interested in having this kind 
of stock also free. A publisher has written us 
to say that the duty on printing paper, sized, 


| is 35 and not 25 per cent. We find that duty 


has been collected at this rate, but it is not jus- 
tified by the tariff. Sized papers suitable for 
printing purposes only are admitted at 25 per 
cent by the tariff of ’77, and it is only on the 
quibble that such papers coudd also be used 
for writing, that 35 per cent can be collected. 
Any attempts in this direction should be stren- 
uously resisted. 





THE new move of Messrs. Dutton seems to 
us altogether a good one. Instead of issuing a 
competing edition in paper, as they announced 
last week, they have decided to make a well- 
bound cloth edition of “ Farrar’s Christ” for a 
dollar retail, at close discounts, dependent on 
the quantity ordered. The rates will be one 
fifth off on ordinary trade orders, one fourth on 
100 copies, one third on 500 copies—which last 
is bottom discount. This will offer little oppor- 
tunity to undersellers to cut prices ; the public 
will probably be satisfied to pay the bookseller 
this amount of margin; and the difference in 
small and large orders will afford a fair show to 
the jobber or the retailer who is willing t0 
‘push things.” The retailer who considers 
himself a jobber may prove his faith by his 
works, and “jobbers” who order three books 
will not get a better price than a retailer who 
orders ten. This seems to us rather a common 
sense way of doing business. 
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LIBRARIAN OF CONGRESS’ REPORT. 


TuE following is the report of the Librarian 
' of Congress, the publication of which has been 
delayed by the failure of the Committee to order 
it printed, which was done only March 2d: . 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS, 
WASHINGTON, January 2, 1880. 


The undersigned has the honor to submit to 
the Joint Committee on the Library his annual 
report, embracing the customary statistics of 
the growth of the Library and the business of 
the copyright department during the calendar 
year 1879. : , 

Renewed difficulty has been experienced in 
the annual enumeration of the books and other 
publications constituting the library collections, 
owing to the overcrowded condition, not only 
of the shelves, but of the floors in the alcoves 
and outlying rooms. The publications re- 
ceived under the copyright law, and embracing 
not only books and periodicals, but a great 
variety and quantity of maps and works of 
graphic art, while very valuable, occupy a great 
space, and the only possible way of dealing 
with portions of them in the confined quarters 
to which the Library is now limited is to pile 
them in constantly growing heaps upon the 
floors. The shelf-room of the Library, adequate 
to the accommodation of about 280,000 volumes 
only, has been long since exhausted, and, as 
previous reports of the Librarian have shown, 
all possible means of adding to it, by the intro- 
duction of temporary wooden cases of shelves, 
have been exhausted also, until now the collec- 
tions of the Library present a spectacle of over- 
crowding and apparent confusion painful to be- 
holders, obstructive to the Librarian and his as- 
sistants in the discharge of their duties, and 
extremely injurious to the utility of the Library, 
both to the two houses of Congress and to the 
public. 

The additions made during the year have 
been 21,367 volumes of books and 12,050 pam- 
phlets, from the sources named below :

These accessions have brought the aggregate 
collection up to 374,022 volumes of books, be- 
sides about 120,000 pamphlets. Of this aggre- 
gate the law department of the library numbers 
46,823 volumes, and the miscellaneous library 
327,199 volumes. At the date of my last re- 
port, January 1, 1879, the whole Library num- 
bered 352,655 volumes, and 110,000 pamphlets. 

The copyright department of the Library ex- 
hibits an unusual degree of growth during the 
year 1879. The entire business of entries of

During the calendar year 1879, the copyright 
business exhibits an increase of 2327 entries 
over those of the preceding year, 1878, being a 
much larger increase than in any former year 
since the registry of copyrights was attached to 
the office of the Librarian. The fees paid into 
the Treasury by the undersigned on account of 
records of copyright, copies of such records, 
and assignments of copyright, amounted to the 
sum of $14,689.90 in 1879, as against $13,134.50 
in 1878, showing an increase of $1,555.40.

The provision of space to contain and to ar- 
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range the invaluable collections of literature 
and art confided to the immediate care of the 
National Legislature still remains the all-im- 
portant burden of the Librarian’s annual report. 
He will not here repeat any of the arguments or 
appeals in that behalf urged in every form dur- 
ing the past eight years in the communications 
which he has had the honor to make to the com- 
mittee. The enormously increased difficulties 
of administering the Library in its distressingly 
crowded condition, and of answering the calls 
of Congress and the reading public with the 
requisite promptitude, justify the statement that 
the provision of room cannot longer be post- 
poned without directly obstructing the business 
of Congress in its responsible labors. Into the 
reasons and the difficulties which have post- 
poned all formerly proposed plans of relief he 
will not enter. The subject is once more earn- 
estly commended to the attention of the com- 
mittee, in the confident hope that they will be 
able to reach that successful consummation so 
much desired by all, but so long and so unfor- 
tunately delayed.

THE ODELL CATALOGUE. 


WE have before us the catalogue of the sec- 
ond part of the Odell collection, to be sold by 
Messrs. Bangs & Co., Monday and succeeding 
days, in the edition de luxe of which a few copies 
have been printed. The catalogue, which is 
the work of Mr. G. P Philes, shows the same 
minute labor as the first part, and it is printed 
with all the typographical resources lavished 
upon that, although the press-work, especially 
in the color-printing, is not quite up to the fine 
standard of the first part. As before, many of 
the entries are fac-simile reproductions of the 
title-page lines, for which in many cases black- 
letter type, especially for the curious combina- 
tion letters of these old volumes, has been made, 
while in one or two cases the devices of the 
title-page have been transferred to the catalogue 
page. Indeed, nothing has been spared either 
on Mr. Philes’ part or in mechanical resources, 
to make this a catalogue of catalogues, and the 
possessors of the edition de luxe have reason to 
congratulate themselves. The plain edition, 
which is priced at $2, will only less commend 
itself to collectors. 

The difficulty in making this catalogue has 
been of an unusual sort; there were scarcely 
enoughepithets togo round. The cataloguer is 
apt to lavish such words as “ rare,” “ scarce,” 
etc., recklessly; in this case, they would prop- 
erly accompany most of the entries. Many of 
volumes here collected are presentation or auto- 
graph copies, and the number of early editions 
is exceedingly large. The Dibdins are many 
and fine, includimg the poem “ Bibliography,” 
and there is a very full set of Sir Egerton 
Brydges'’ works. There are five early editions o1 
Boethius, but among the most curious things 
is the Servetus second edition of Ptolemy’s Ge- 
ography, and a copy of the Nuremberg Meue 
Zeitung (1515), Of whose title a fac-simile is 
given. But we must refer readers to the cata- 
logue itself. 
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A LIBRARY OF ENTERTAINING 
HISTORY. 


D. Lornror & Co, have undertaken a mog 
important and promising new enterprise jn , 
series of bright books for popular reading, to 
be edited by Arthur Gilman under the title of 
Lothrop’s Library of Entertaining History. |t is 
intended to supply handy, fully illustrated 
books, at a moderate price, giving authentic 
and interesting narratives of the real progress 
of the people of each country rather than 
category of empty dates. Each book will be 
written under the general plan of Mr. Gilman, 
by a capable and well-informed writer. The 
volumes so far planned include “India,” by 
Mrs. Fannie R. Feudge, who lived there for 
many years, which will have over a hundred 
fine cuts ; ‘‘ Egypt,” by Mrs. Clement, the well.

** Scandinavia,” by Mr. Chas. E. Hurd, literary 
editor of the Boston 7vanscipt, who has been 
a special student in this field; “Spain,” by 
Prof. Jas. A. Harrison, of Virginia, the author 
of “ Spain in Profile,” which gives sufficient as- 
surance for the new book ; ‘‘ Switzerland,” by 
Mrs. Julia S. Tutwiler, of Alabama, who is 
familiar both with the alpenstock and the pen, 
and ‘‘ Russia,” by a writer not yet announced, 
The idea of the series is a capital one ; Mr. Gil- 
man is an excellent choice for editor, and the 
initial volumes are, it will be seen, in good 
hands, so that a set of books may be expected 
which will be heartily welcomed by the general 
reader and for use by libraries and schools.
